A pretty little Colonial cottage, with clap- 
boards for the first story and shingles for the 
second, a reversal and redrawing- 0 f onr design 
No. 164, with some embellishment of detail. This 
latter design was built by Mr. W. J. Keith, for 
his own home in Kenwood, a suburb of Minne- 
apolis and a very successful, attractive little 
home it proved to be, there having been no diffi- 
culty in selling it at a good profit when Mr. 
Keith desired a larger house. 

There is a full basement under the entire house 
with hot water heating apparatus, fuel bins, etc., 



and a very fair attic is provided, though reached 
only by a scuttle in the end of the second story 
hall. Stairway could be built to go up into same 
however, at other end of hall if desired. 

The finish of the main rooms of the first floor 
is oak or birch, with hardwood floors thruout 
this floor and in second story hall and bath 

Cost $2,950.00. Width 35 ft., not including hay 
projections. Depth 27 ft. 6 in., not including 
front porch. Height of basement 7 ft., first story 
9 ft. 5 in., second story 8 ft. 3 in. Second story 
rooms full height.

There is quite a decided characteristic style to 
many of the new houses built in California. Wide 
projecting eaves, with ornamental brackets. Some- 
times a good many of these brackets are used. 
The house before us, a modified type of bunga- 
low, exemplifies this style to quite a marked de- 
gree. A unique feature is the apron or fiat hood 
projecting over entrance and double bays. The 
outside walls are shingled clear to the ground. 
There is a 10-inch belt course running clear 
around at the top of the first story windows. This 
belt course is painted white with the balance of 
the trim, the shingles being stained a very dark 
green. , 

The interior is exceedingly comfortable and 
commodious; there is lots of room for a house 
but 41 ft. square, and good use is made of the 
space on the first floor in particular. In addition 
to the customary rooms, we have a music room, 



bedroom and bath. On the second floor are pro- 
vided three good sized chambers in addition to 
servant's room and bath. There is a private 
servant's back stair, an admirable feature. 

For the interior finish we use fir throughout 
This wood lends itself better than any other to 
the soft wood stains, and where care is used in 
the selection of grain, it makes an exceedingly 
satisfactory interior wood. Where one desires 
to carry out the Mission treatment in detail, it is 
really the only wood to use, at least for the west- 
ern part of the country. 

As no attic is provided, there is a full base- 
ment for a laundry, vegetable cellar and accom- 
modation for a hot air heater. 

Width, 41 ft., depth, 41 ft.; height of first 
story, 10 ft.; second story, 8 ft. 3 in.; basement 
in clear, 7 feet. Estimated cost $4,025.00.

We have quite an original treatment here with 
the two gable dormers nicely balanced and simple 
in treatment. This is a house which is consider- 
ably larger in room accommodation than would 
seem apparent from the view of exterior. 

There is a central hall 11 ft. wide running 
clear through the house to a depth of 24 ft. To 
the left is a large living room with fireplace on 
the south side. A good sized library is closed off 
from the living room by sliding doors, and there 
is no reason why the library as located should 
not be very quiet and secluded. 

The other end of the house is occupied by a 
dining room in front, kitchen and pantry between. 
This house was built on the Western coast, where 
exceptionally large hallways are in favor, as 
shown by the treatment in this plan, both on the 
lower and upper floors. The four corners of the 
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house are given to good sized chambers, each pro- 
vided with closet room. 

The foundation wall at the front of the house 
is brought up to the window sill on the projecting 
bay and is used at the same height to inclose the 
porch. Shingles are used for both stories as well 
as in the gai^les. There would be a splendid op- 
portunity here to procure a pleasing relief in the 
gables by the use of cement and half timber work. 

The interior treatment is on the Mission order, 
Washington fir being used for the inside finish. 
This wood is to be stained, varnished and rubbed 
dull. Fir flooring used throughout. Hot air 
heating plant is intended and complete laundry 
equipment. First-class plumbing fixtures in all 
departments. There is no attic, but a full base- 
ment, with plenty of storage room. 

Width, 39 ft; depth, not including the projec- 
tion of living room, 29 ft. ; height of first story, 
9 ft. 6 in. ; second story rooms, 8 ft. 3 in. Esti- 
mated cost, $3,850.00,

This splendid plan has, according to the 
judgment of the majority of people no imper- 
fection in arrangement and the exterior is cer- 
tainly satisfactory and economical to build. 

Direct access from kitchen to front door is 
had without passing through any other room. 

Finish of the principal rooms of the first 
story is of oak, with plain hardwood floors 
throughout the entire first and second stories. 
Finish of kitchen and second floor is pine, 
poplar or cypress, painted or stained. 



There is space in the attic for two very good 
rooms, if desired to finish them off. There is 
a full basement under the entire house and hot 
water heating apparatus, lias outside cellar 
entrance, finished laundry with set wash trays, 
etc. 

The exterior finish is clapboards for first 
story and shingles for the second story and 
gables. 

Cost, $2,575; width. 32 ft; depth, 38 ft. 6 in.; 
height of basement, 7 ft. 6 in.; first story, 9 ft.

This charming cottage design will appeal 
to many who love the artistic and are partial 
especially to the low English half-timber cot- 
tage style of architecture, though it is true 
this is adapted to modern American uses and 
requirements. The plan of this design is es- 
pecially pleasing, the vista across the hall and 
front rooms being very attractive. 

One feature of the second floor is the at- 
tractive sewing alcove off of the hall and the 
square hall gives a spacious appearance to 
the second floor. 

The pantry is well equipped with the neces- 
sary shelving and the basement extends under 
the entire house. A hot air heating apparatus 
is provided, and in the basement is ample 
space for laundry fixtures, fuel, vegetables, and 
storage. The outside chimneys are of brick 



with stone trimmings below second story. 

The first story exterior finish is of clap- 
boards, but if one could afford to use brick 
for the first story it would give a very pleas- 
ing effect in this design, increasing the cost 
probably by $250 in the average locality, if 
not too expensive brick be used. The second 
story is pebble-dash or plaster between the 
timber-work panel. Hardwood finish and 
floors are intended in the principal rooms on 
first story, balance pine or poplar painted. 

Cost, $2,450; width, 38 ft. 3 in.; depth, 37 
ft. 6 in.; height of basement, 7 ft. 6 in.; first 
story, 9 ft. 5 in.; second story, 8 ft. 3 in.; 
lowest height second story where -roof rafters 
come down to corners 5 ft. This does not in 
any way interfere with the practical use of the 
rooms. 
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The subject of this design is a brick cottage 
for first story with shingles in second story 
and gables and a slate roof. The main roof 
coming down into a graceful sweep over front 
porch together with the octagonal dormer on 
front and balcony, make a very attractive ex- 
terior. 

Entering directly into a good sized recep- 
tion hall, we have on either side a living room 
and parlor. These rooms are connected to hall 
by a cased opening. At the rear of the hall is 
the stairway ascending to the second story 
and the doorway leading into dining room. 
The dining room is connected to kitchen by a 
pass pantry. 

In the basement, which extends under the 
entire house, is provided a hot air heating and

ventilating system, laundry with wash trays 
and cement floor to basement. There is a 
clothes chute built in from bath room to laun- 
dry. 

Both front and rear porches have stone 
walls around same and the floors are of ce- 
ment. This insures proof against rotting 
woodwork around porches. 

The finish of main rooms of the first floor 
is in oak. Hardwood floors throughout the 
entire first story, second story hall and bath.. 
Balance of finish, painted woodwork.

A modern city house in frame construction 
and not too large size, receives perhaps more 
interested attention than any other sort of 
design. 

The house shown is of comfortable propor- 
tions and good style. The plan affords oppor- 
tunity for a wealth of tasteful detail in built-in 
work such as bookcases, seats and a sideboard 
in the dining room. The ceilings of the hall 
could be beamed with very good effect and 
paneling would also be appropriate. 

Little features such as clothes chute, sepa- 
rate linen closet and extra cupboards in the

kitchen for cooking utensils, seem to have 
been carefully considered. The pantry provi- 
sion is most generous and one feels certain 
that the mistress of the house has had some- 
thing to do with its planning, and, too, that 
she looks well to the ways of her household. 

The roof of the rear porch, if provided with 
a railing and a door from the rear chamber, 
would make an admirable place to air bedding. 

The attic space would accommodate two or 
possibly three additional rooms.

( The den or library is nicely detailed, espe- 
cially the ingle nook. At each side of the fire 
place and in ingle nook are built-in book cases. 



Then, too, the broad stairway leading to second 
story is another pleasing feature, this being di- 
rectly opposite front door. 

All modern conveniences such as toilet room 
on first story, clothes chute, laundry, fuel bins, 
hot air heating plant and full basement are pro- 
vided. 

The finish of the main rooms of the first story 
is in hardwood with hardwood floors. The attic; 
provides ample space for one or two rooms. The 
walls of the sitting room, alcove and porch, also 
norch columns, are of stone. Siding is used for 
first story and shingles on second. 

Cost, $3375. Width, 40 ft. 6 in. ; depth, 35 ft.

An unusually attractive exterior is obtained 
"here by the use of shingles on the side walls of 
the house as well as the roof. The porte-cochere 
adds materially to the pleasing effect, though it 
can be omitted if necessary to economize ground 
space. The divisions of the window lights are of 
wood muntins and are pleasing. A very gener- 
ous sized rear porch is provided, the roof of 
which would make an admirable balcony for air- 
ing bedding, etc., if the additional expense of a 
tin deck roof can be afforded, shingles being pro- 
vided at present. 

The plan is very complete and convenient. 
The sitting room inglenook adds much to the 
pleasantness of this room and is richly detailed. 
The columned opening gives a spacious effect and 
adds to the richness of the interior. 

The finish of main hall and dining room is 



white oak, of the sitting room birch, and parlor, 
white enamel. Hardwood floors on entire first 
story. A separate stairway for servants' use is 
provided with the attic stair continuing above 
same. 

The two front chanmbers might be connected 
by a wide cased opening, making an ideal ar- 
rangement giving either a large boudoir for 
"niiladiV use, or if there were small children, 
they could be accommodated here. Additional 
chambers, in that event, would probably be neces- 
sary in the attic, where there is ample space for 
two, besides storage. The basement contains 
laundry, vegetable and fuel rooms, and a hot air 
heating plant.

The exterior is intended to be clapboards 
for the first story and shingles for the second, 
though cement plaster can be used here with 
very good effect. If this were done, shingles 
may be used for first story. The roof is in- 
tended to be of slate. 



There is a basement under the entire house, 
with hot water heater, laundry, outside cellar 
entrance, etc., provided. There is also a good 
attic, but no rooms are finished off there. 

The finish of the main rooms to be of oak 
or birch, with hardwood floors. Balance to be 
pine, poplar or cypress, painted or stained.

This model and attractive house, which is 
on the Colonial order, will appeal to many 
as one of the most practical and satisfactory 
plans that could be designed. The exterior finish 
is of clapboards and the porch, which extends 
across the entire front of house, has a 'pretty 
balcony, rail, etc. 

The hall with its pretty staircase, seats with 
hinged lids, etc., gives a pleasing impression up- 
on entering the house, the generous living room, 
connected with hall by wide cased opening, also 
giving a roomy and spacious effect. The house 
is well lighted and all rooms are of very good 



size. The dining room has a built-in china closet 
of pretty detail. The omission of the fireplace 
would effect some saving in the cost, though it 
would be an attractive feature in living room, 
if not desired on second floor. 

The basement extends under the entire house, 
has hot air heating apparatus, laundry with wash 
trays, fuel bins, etc. Storage space in attic. 

The finish is of pine, poplar or cypress, painted 
or stained ; hardwood floors would be nice for 
principal rooms of first story. 

Width, 30 ft. 6 in.; depth, 35 ft. 6 in.; first 
story, 9 ft. 5 in. ; second story. 8 ft. 3 in. ; base- 
ment, 8 ft. Estimated cost, $2,400. 
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A modern cottage home. There is a full 
basement with laundry and coal bins in this 
house and same is heated by a hot air furnace. 
There is a cemented floor in the basement 
and an outside cellar entrance. 

On the first floor is the reception hall, with 
a coat closet, and prettily detailed staircase 
and seat, and sliding doors are provided be- 
tween hall and parlor. The parlor has a large 
fireplace, with red pressed brick facings and 
hearth. Hardwood floors are included through- 
out the entire first story, also in the second 
story hall and bath. There is a good sized 
pantry and an entry for the refrigerator.

Among the desirable features provided in this 
plan is the spacious front porch, which extends 
across the front of the house affording much 
shade and a delightful place for the swinging 
of hammocks in summer. 

Entering the reception hall one is impressed 
by the exceptionally pretty view obtained of 
both sitting room and library and the glimpse 
of the dining room, while before him is the open 
stair ascending to the second floor, which is of 
a simple, though very tasty design, having a 
paneled newel extending to the ceiling. Back of 
the hall seat is paneled work to the height of 
five feet.

No. 460 is a design of a strictly Colonial house 
that will meet the requirements of an average 
family very nicely. Everything about the house 
has been planned and designed in the best shape 
possible, the object being to obtain very good 
sized rooms, making the house as compact as, 
possible, so it will be an economical one to 
build. 

'Between the reception hall, which has a beamed 
ceiling, and the living room is a columned arch- 
way opening, and just above the seat in the 
living room is some grille work. To the right 
is the library. A feature has been made across 
one end of this room by putting in the center 
of the room a very handsome fireplace, which 
has an oval beveled plate mirror above the man- 
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tel, brick facings and hearth, and at each side of 
the fireplace are some very nice built-in book- 
cases. 

The basement contains cement floor, outside 
cellar entrance, ash pit, hot air furnace, fruit 
rooms, laundry and servant's toilet room. 

The finish of the dining room, living room, 
halt and library is oak, with hard pine floors 
in the dining room and kitchen. The kitchen 
is to be pine finish, painted or natural, as de- 
sired. 

The finish of the second story is of pine or 
poplar. 

Cost, $2,850. Width, 34 ft. 6 in.; depth, 30 
ft. 6 in.; height of basement, 7 ft. 6 in.; first 
floor, 9 ft. 5 in.; second floor, 8 ft. 3 in. 
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DESIGN 

This old colonial design has many attractive 
features in bath exterior and interior arrange- 
ment. The porch is quite large, extending nearly 
across the entire frontage, and the double bay 
windows of second story bedrooms make them 
very pleasant rooms indeed. The plan is one 
of great economy, not an inch of waste space 
anywhere. The living room is a splendid large 
room with built-in bookcases at the end, with 
a seat between, under the high triple window. 
This seat is made so that the cover raises, giving 
good storage space indeed. 

There is a combination staircase and a com- 
bination cellar and rear kitchen entrance. 

The basement extends under the entire house, 
has cemetited floor, heating apparatus, also a 
finished laundry with set wash trays. 
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There is space in attic for finishing off one 
good room, in addition, if desired. 

The finish is intended to be yellow pine. 

The exterior is of clapboards, laid 4^-inch 
to the weather, from water table to belt, on line 
with second story window sills. Above that the 
narrow siding laid 2%-inch to the weather, giving 
a very pretty effect at practically no increased 
cost. 

Taken altogether, for a two-story house, this 
design is a model, and for the money can scarce- 
ly be bettered. 

Width, 36 ft; depth, 24 ft.; height of base- 
ment, 7 ft. 6 in. ; first story, 9 ft. 5 in. ; second 
story, 8 ft.

Di- 
rect access from kitchen to front door, however, 
with this side hall is secured without making it 
necessary to pass through any other room. 

A front porch could very easily be extended 
around the circular tower or can be extended to 



the left and connected with the side porch, this 
latter being a desirable change to make and one 
that would please' many., no doubt. 

There is a full basement extending under the 
entire house and hot air heating apparatus in- 
stalled. There is also a fine large attic and space 
there for two or three rooms to be finished off 
if desired.

A few years ago there came before the 
world of art a strange style called L'Art Nou- 
veaUi — "Beauty run mad." It was the last ef- 
fort to produce a style that was beautiful, 
fantastic, original, — different from the rest. 
Its popularity was of short duration for a 
reaction came and from the most complex 
we have gone to the simplest form of archi- 
tecture. Some call it the mission style, but 
it is more properly the "craftsman" style.

Now and then we come across a home which 
can, from every layman's and architect's point 
of view, be considered perfect in every detail.

There 
are many things required of a perfect house, but 
they may be taken collectively as coming under 
the following general headings: Adaptability of 
the house to location. Adaptability of design to 
the plans. Correctness of architectural detail. 
Convenience of the plan arrangement. Its adapt- 
ability to the owner's needs and the economy of 
the construction. Let us follow out each of these 
vital requirements of the perfect house and apply 
them to design number twenty-nine. First its 
adaptability to the location is superb. Being on 
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a hilltop the roof should apparently carry out the 
contour of the hill which it does. The plans 
take on a rectangular form. What style is 
therefore better adapted to them than the gam- 
brel roofed colonial. The architectural details 
are perfect. They are a simplification of the 
classic Doric style. The plan is certainly a very 
convenient arrangement with the living room, 
dining room, kitchen and chambers all grouped 
around central halls making a home which ade- 
quately fulfills all the requirements of a family of 
seven or eight. All these things being true 
are we not then ready to acknowledge that 
design number 1301 is a model house of perfect 
plan, design and construction? We are. It is. 
And furthermore, its cost of $2,495 allows it to 
be duplicated many times by people desiring a 
splendid home at a moderate cost.

Pleasing proportions and simple detail make 
this house unusually attractive. It is of solid 
brick construction, the walls of the first story 
being in three courses, or what is known as a 
thirteenth inch wall and the second story in two 
courses of a nine inch wall.

This cottage design is one of the most pop- 
ular plans yet published. It is a practical 
home in every sense of the word. The gen- 
erous reception hall in center, with parlor and 
dining room on either side, separated by slid- 
ing doors, make an interior that opens up 
Very attractively and satisfactorily. 

The stairway in a separate hall of itself at 
the rear, is convenient of access from the 
front of the house, as well as from the 
kitchen. The ground floor bed chamber is of 
unusually good proportions and there are 
three very satisfactory bedrooms on the sec- 
ond floor besides the bathroom. 



There is a brick or stone foundation wall 
planned under the entire house, but the cellar 
or foundation is unexcavated except a small 
portion sufficient for vegetable space and a 
small furnace, which is designed to heat the 
house; in other words, a "bank" cellar of 
sufficient size to provide for these features.

With the addition of some built- 
in book cases it would make a delightful read- 
ing den. The circular bay is a pretty addi- 
tion and a shelf a foot or so above the floor 
would make an ideal place for plants. 

Among the desirable items, mention may be 
made of the direct communication with the 
kitchen to the front door without passing 




through any of the other rooms, sliding door 
between parlor and hall, built-in sideboard in 
the dining room, large kitchen with cupboard 
and spacious pantry. 

The combination staircase works into this 
design very well. A large coat closet is ob- 
tained under the stairway. Full basement with 
laundry, hot air heat, outside entrance, etc. 
The finish is of pine, cypress or poplar paint- 
ed. Georgia pine floors in hall, kitchen and 
bath. There is a good sized attic.
